TEHRAN, Iran (^—Police used i 
tear gas and clubs to sm ash dom- !

day over Premier Mohammed Mos- 
sadeph’s attem pts to w rest control 
of the arm y from the shah. 
But the Majlis—lower house of 
parliam ent—failed by one m em ber 
to raise a quorum and thus de-: 
layed until Thursday any legtsla-; 
tive action on M ossadeghs pro­ 
posal to curb the powers of Shah 
M oham med Reza Pahlevi, includ­ 
ing arm y control. 
An atm osphere of explosive ex 
citem ent gripped the city after an 
announcem ent by a group of arm y 
officers last night threatening an 
arm ed revolt to protect the mon­ 
archy. 
The crowds defied a m ilitary ban 
on dem onstrations. They included 
supporters of both Mossadegh and 
the shah. 
Morning newspapers carried the 
text of the officers’ announcement, 
which described Mossadegh a* a 


“ foxy, stubborn old m an” and de­ 
clared the authors would “ leave 
our service and together will rise" 
if the prem ier and his ‘‘crim inal 
collaborators do not cease their 
im pertinent activities.” 
The autho-s were referring to 
the resolution before the Majlis 
which would deprive the shah of 
control over any governm ent agen­ 
cy, including the arm y and the 
security forces. 
The resolution has been pushed 
by Mossadegh’s supporters in the 
constitutional debate between the 
government and the shah that has 
been boiling since Feb. 2 when 
mobs chased Mossadegh out of his 
home. 
The announcement, headed ’’Dec­ 
laration 
of 
Danger 
by 
Active 
Army Officers,” said the nation 
was “ now in the hands of foreign 
agents.” This was a reference to 
the 
Tudeh 
(Communist) 
party 
which is giving Mossadegh support 
in hi* clash with the shah.

WASHINGTON (^—Marshal Tito 
of Yugoslavia said Monday Russia’s 
new soft-spoken attitude is repudia­ 
tion of Stalin’s "whole policy up to 
this tim e” but means no easing of 
the cold war. 
Tito, the only Communist chief 
of state to have broken with the 
Kremlin, said -he believes Bulgaria 
and Czechoslovakia are among the 
weakest points in the Soviet satel­ 
lite system in Eastern Europe. 


Russia’s satellites, he said, are 
Its “ instruments of the cold war” 
and to cling to them the Soviet 
might shift its cold war strategy. 
This shift, he said, would involve 
accepting “ partial successes . . . 
within the whole continental frame­ 
work of Europe and Asia.” 
Concentrate On Asia

believe,

BUILDING HOMES FOR BIRDS 
When early colonists arrived in 
what is now the eastern part of 
the United States they found In­ 
dian 
tribes 
hanging 
prepared 
gourds on stubs of bare trees to 
make homes for purple martins. 
In a wilderness where native birds 
were countless in numbers, the In­ 
dian apparently appreciated the 
m artin’s annual visit for its econ­ 
omic worth in protecting his m ea­ 
ger cultivated crops from preda­ 
cious Insects. 
Several 
friendly birds require 
man-made houses or at least they 
will not multiply unless such fa­ 
cilities are offered them. The pur­ 
ple martin 
is one of the first 
house-seeking birds to arrive. Ob­ 
servation over several years in­ 
dicates the m artin wall appear in 
this latitude around April 12 to 20. 
The editor will appreciate postal 
cards from readers as to the ex­ 
act date when the first martin is 
seen this year. 
The cheerful little wren usually 
arrives soon after the martin and 
is 
almost wholly dependent on 
finding a ready-built house await­ 
ing her. Neither m artins or wrens 
will multiply in a neighborhood or 
return more than one or two more 
springs if man Is not co-operative 
in hanging out a sign of "rooms 
to rent" in the form of suitable 
houses for immediate occupancy. 
Among recognized rules to fol­ 
low in erecting bird-houses are:

into houses, birds like available 
drinking water and baths. 
Martin houses should measure 6 
by 6 inches floor dimensions, with 
a ceiling height of 8 inches. The 
entrance should be one inch above 
the floor level and I 1* inches rn 
diameter. Houses should be 15 to 
20 feet above the ground 
Wrens demand 4 by 4-inch floor 
dimensions, with ceiling 6 to 8 
inches high. The entrance should 
be cut one to six inches above the 
floor level and no more than one 
inch in diameter in order to bar 
sparrows and jays. Usually wrens 
will accept a house that is 6 to 
j IO feet above the ground. 
Song sparrows take a fancy to

GROWING SUMMER SQUASHES 
Summer varieties of squashes, 
while sensitive to frost, are more 
hardy than 
cantaloupes, 
water­ 
melons, 
and 
cucumbers. 
Thus, 
they ltiay be started at least two 
or three weeks before cucumbers 
are normally planted, although It 
is necessary to protect the plants 
on nights when late frosts may 
threaten. These few extra details 
will be more than repaid in prodi­ 
gal harvests of delicious aquashes 
in early summer. 
Many gardeners are circumvent- * 
ing late frost dangers with this 
vegetable by planting seeds In in-1 
dividual pots or bands in a cold- 
frame as early as the middle of 
April and keeping the plants thriv­ 
ing there until frost perils are p a s t! 
in May. Then the plants may be 
moved to their growing place with­ 
out in any manner disturbing the 
roots. 
Squasties demand a deeply mel­ 
low, fertile loam. It is largely a 
waste of time to attempt to grow 
them in hard, shallow clay loams 
unless 
well 
rotted 
manure 
or 
thoroughly decomposed compost Is 
worked liberally thrdugh th* root­ 
ing stratum to a depth of at lest 
12 inches. Commercial fertilizers 
will not correct soil defects for this 
or any other vegetable. 
Last 
year 
the 
editor 
experi­ 
mented with vegetative mulching 
for squashes and found that the 
bearing 
season 
is 
greatly 
pro­ 
longed and yields considerably In­ 
creased by keeping a heavy mulch 
of waste vegetation 
around the ! 
plants. Of course, no minor part of 
the 
cited 
benefits 
accrue from 
conservation of soil moisture be­ 
neath the mulch. 
The Summer Crookneck (yellow) 
is one of the most popular of the 
bush sorts. And the well known 
Bush 
Scallop, 
sometimes called1 
Cymling, is also widely liked. Then 1 
too, 
prominent 
among 
summer 
varieties are the so-called M ar-! 
row's, 
including 
Zucchini, 
Coco-1 
zelle, and several related types. I 
All summer squahes are har­ 
vested for immediate consumption. 
None is grown for storage because 
they must* be eaten while their 
rinds are soft end easily dented 
with the thumb nail. If they are 
kept harvested close 
by this test, 
plants will continue to blossom 
and bear for several weeks. 
Winter squashes, on the other 
hand, are hard-rinded and are al­ 
ways allowed to ripen on the wines 
for 
storing.

planted in early June and should 
not be confused with the aoft-rlnd 
summer varieties.
